Criminal prosecution of coal op- 
erators and dealers for violation of 
the Missouri anti-trust laws in mak- 
ing extraordinary increases in the 
price of coal was threatened by At- 
torney,-General McAllister in a for- 
mal statement given out this after- 
noon, after testimony taken at the 
morning hearing, before Speciai Su- 
preme Court Commissioner Lilly at 
the Planters Hotel, indicated clearly 
that coal operators had held meet- 
ings in St. Louis and discussed plans 
to boost prices. 

Thomas P. Pwsters, vice-president 
and general manager of the Mount 
Olive and Staunton Coal Co., called 
as a witness this afternoon, refused 
to give. information about the stocé 
holdings of the company and the 
cost of mining coal at the company’s 
mines, on the ground that the infar- 
mation sought was immaterial and 
was of a confidential nature. 

Commissioner Lilly, at the request 
of Attorney-General McAlister, or- 
dered Brewster to produce the stock 
records and cost sheets of the com- 
pany or. Aug. 20. Brswster said he 
would not comply with.the order 
until it had been judicially passe:l 
upon. He was accompanied to th? 
heating by an attorney. 

Other coal company officials have 
answered questions of this character 
without hesitation. Brewster is the 
man who, when the miners were 
given an increase of 11.3 per cent 
increase in wages, added the increas2 
to the cost of the coal'and-also an- 
other 11.3 per cent for the impaired 
efficiency of the miners, due to tncir 
‘increased prosperity. He was ques- 
tioned about that. He said he did 
not intend the letter he wrote to sSec- 
retary Greenlaw of the Fifth tnd 
Ninth Bureau to be made public. 

Discussing his threatened action 
action against operators and dealers, 
the Attorney-General declared the 
whole power of the State should be 
employed for the protection of the 
consumer from what he termed ex- 
orbitant prices for coal. He an- 
nounced he probably would recom- 
mend to Gov. Gardner that all the 
coal mines in the State*be seized and 
operated by the State. 

The statement was given out by 
the Attorney-General after his re- 
turn from Chicago, where he attend- 
ed the conference of Governors, State 
officials, Councils of Defense and 
others, to determine upon a plan of 
action to force down the prices of 
coal. 

“Take Advantage of Crisis.” 

“It was the opinion of every one 
at the Chicago conference “that the 
coal men had taken advantage of the 
present unusual conditions and arbi- 
trarily boosted the price of coal to 
extortionate figures,’”’ the Attorney- 
General stated. 
something like two months ago by 
the Peabody Committee was de- 
nounced as unreasonably high.

“Were urged to take immediate ac- 


tion to correct the conditions for 
consumers of coal, however drastic 
they might be. 

“It was agreed unanimously that 
the States had the power to setze 
the mines if necessary. States which 
have been investigating prices and 
which have proceedings pending 
were urged to continue their inves- 
tigations, so they may be in position 
to act themselves or to assist the 
Federal (;overnment. 

“Gov. Lowden has announced that 


unless the operators and dealers make 


a‘seasonable selling price he will 
Seize and operate the mines in that 
State. Chief Justice Carter of the 
Illinois Supreme Court is investigi:t- 
ing the cost of production and condi- 
tions in Illinois and Will determine a 
fair price. 
May Recommend Seizure. 

“The evidence taken in this State 
discloses such shameless action by 
the coal operators and dealers that I 
make invoke the criminal provisions 
of the anti-trust laws of this State 
and prosecute the individuals cri- 
inally who are guilty. 

“I think the whole power of the

Mrs. Bright related that “Wood” 
took a room at her house the first 
week in August.

What Woman Charges. 

According to Mrs. O’Keeffe's affi-: 
davit, as outlined by the Prosecu*inys 
Attorney, she was invited to take an 
automobile ride to the Sunset Hil! 
County Club with Arthur 8. Bigger- 
staff, a salesman for the Brown 
Shoe Co., and Miss Lillian Herzog. 
After the start was made, she said. 
Moyer joined the party and sat with 
her in the back seat. Instead of gu- 
ing to the Sunset Hill County Club, 
she alleges, the party had ‘dinner at 
a garden resort at Carsonville. After 
the dinner, the complaint asserts, the 
party drove out the St. Charles Roc" 
road. 

Mrs. O’Keeffe, at her home today, 
in the presence of her husband, re- 
peated to reporters the statements 
she had made to the Prosecuting At- 
torney. 

Upon her return home, she assert- 
ed, she summoned a physician. Th 
following day she consulted her at- 
torney and told him that she wished 
to have Moyer prosecuted. Her at- 
torney told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he advised her to wait un- 
til her anger cooled before taking 
action, and she waited until he re- 
turned from his vacation before ap- 
plying for the warrant. 

Mrs. O’Keeffe is about 25 years 
o!d, and formerly lived in Texas. 

Justice Issues Warrant. 

The warrant was filed in Justice 
of the Peace .Garret’s court in 
Florissant, and a summons was is- 
sued for Moyer. He has been with 
the Brown Shoe Co. for many years. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at the Brown oe Co. he was 
told that Moyer was engaged in a 
meeting and could not be sent until 
later. Efforts to reach Moyer by 
telephone during the morning were 
not successful.

DR. MORGAN SIMS 
ENDS LIFE BY JUMP

Former Madison~County (lll.), 
Coroner Dies After 12-Foot 
Leap at Asylum Near Alton. 


Dr. J. Morgan Sims, 49 years old, 
until last November coroner of Madi- 
son County, killed himself about 
11:30 o’clock last night by jumping 
12 feet from the roof of a sun porch 
at the Illinois State Hospital for the 
Insane at Altgn. 

Dr. Sims suffered a nervous break- 
down after his defeat for re-election 
last fall. for several months he was 
a patient at the Jacksonville asylum, 
and he was taken to the new Alton 
hospital shortly after its completion 
several weeks ago. | 

He had been under the constant 
care of a nurse and it was thought 
his physical condition was such 
that weakness would prevent hi'a 
from attempting to escape. While 
the nurse was making a bed last 
night Dr. Sims eluded him anda 
climbed through an. open window to 
the sun porch. He landed ona grani- 
oid walk and died in a short time. 

Dr. Sims had long been prominent 
in Democratic politic8 in Madison 
County.” He had lived in Collinsville 
since 1897. His first wife, from 
whom he was divorced, was Miss 
Enola Wilson, a daughter of Mrs. 
Grace Leathe, at one time known 
as the richest widow in St. Louis. 
His second wife, who survives him,

Find Out Value of Unity. 

We passed the rookie stage and 
soon we were marching with packs 
and guns—we learned to know 
each other—you can almost learn 
the secrets of a man’s soul when he 
is at your elbow 24 hours a day. We 
learned the value of unity, that 175 
men working together accomplish 
more than when alone. 

And soon we saw the reason for 
the iron-clad discipline which is 
thrown around the soldier; we 
learned that the close-order drills, 
which are always so fascinating to 
the outsider, are only disciplinary ex- 
ercises calculated to instill the high- 
est discipline of the organization, 
which is necessary for the safety of 
all on the battlefields to come. 

In combat firing and sham battle 
maneuvers on the field our com: 
mands were given by arm-signals 
only—the voice could never be heard 
in the din of modern warfare. And 
to protect ourselves from our own 
fire, even, at times, it was necessary 
that we obey every order instantly 
and implicitly. 

The gold braid and brass buttons 
have been stripped from war—we 
knew it when we sweated in the 
trenches digging ‘‘hard pan” dirt 
which seemed hard as granite; when 
we trudged mile after mile with « 
heavy pack on our back, when we 
rushed a supposed enemy’s position 
for 1000 yards or more on a day 
when the sun registered 110 in the 
shade of the cottonwoods. 

After the Day’s Work a Song. 

But after the day’s work was over 
and we started wearily back, some- 
one always began a lilting song, 
there was none of the sentimental 
“Tenting on the Old Campground” 
stuff; nothing of the heroic vein—we 
were willing to leave that to the 
vaudeville artists. Instead it was 
generally some ballad such as: 

“Glorious, glorious, 
One keg of beer 

For the four of us; 

O, I’m as happy 
As can. be, 

For I’m a member 
Of the souse family.” 

Someone in camp—I think it was 
a prohibitionist—originated the song 
in a spirit of jest; soon it passed 
from company to company; it was 
sung everywhere, in squad rooms, 


in the field and on the march. It 
has a most fascinating tune, a 
swinging lilt to which one could 


march hour after hour. 

The prohibitionists seemed to de- 
light in singing it more vociferously 
than anyone else; ai professional 
man, widely known for his books 
on a certain technical subject, and 
who has always been a staunch pro- 
hibitionist, confessed that he “just 
couldn't help leading that ‘glorious’ 
song.”’ 

There may be little room for senti- 
ment in the army, but there are 
moments every day when the emo- 
tions are played upon by the inci- 
dents of army life. We would come 
in some times from a long, hot 
march, with every muscle in the body 
aching and crying 
jump under the shower and into 
clean khaki and adjust our bayonet 
belt and grasp our rifle and rush 
down in front of quarters for the 
ceremony of retreat—that is, the 
lowering of thé flag at sundown. 

When the Flag Is Lowered. 
There we stood in serried ranks 
grouped around the parade ground, 
company after company, silent and 
immobile. Suddenly the buglers in 
front of the flag-staff would begin 
the first note, long and clear, of ‘To 
the colors’; there would be a sharp, 
Staccato command from the Lieu- 
tenant, “Present arms,”’ and a thou- 
sand rifles would be snapped to the 
“present,” and the flag, with the 
sun’s last rays gleaming on it, 
would be lowered as the buglers con- 
tinued. 

In that last ceremony of the day 
the salute to the Stars and Stripes 
—one could almost forget the little 
aches and bruises of the day; they 
seemed insignificant compared _ to 
the service which we were learning 
must be rendered America—which 
was a duty from all those able. 

And so I think the soldiers-to-be 
at Camp Funston will find army life 
hard at times,. pleasant at others. 
but, above all, interesting. A new 
viewpoint will be gained, that of na- 
tional service; there’ll be little of the 
brass-band life of romantic novels. 
There'll be much hard work; but 
there also will be the knowledge that 
all are working together for a defi- 
nite goal-—thaet officers and men are 
banded together in a common cause 
—and that some day there will be 
an oppertunity to follow in the steps

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Thirty- 
two Major-Generals assigned to com- 
ruand divisions of the new army and 
National Guard today received in- 
structions to report for duty net 


later than Aug. 25. All the regular 
Gcepartmental commanders are now 
called upon for duty in the field, 
prebably ia France. Major-General 
Leonard Wood, former Chief of 
Staff, is transferred from the south- 
eastern department to command the 
¢ighty-ninth division at Camp Funs- 
ton, Fort Riley, Kan., which proha- 
bly will be made up of Missouri. 
Kansas and Colorado troops of the 
notional army. 

included in the orders is a state- 
nient that the order of designation 
ef the divisions is by no means in- 
Jicative of the order in which they 
will be sent to the front. A warning 
is added that shifts and changes in 
the officer personne? of the divisions 
are to be expected. Under new army 
regulations each regiment will con- 
sist of three battalions of four com- 
panies of 250 men each, which, sup- 
plemented by supply and machine 
gun organizations, will bring each 
infantry unit up to a strength of 
approximately 3300 men. 

From the 27,000 officers recently 
rraduated from training camps, 1 
considerable number will be detalied 
for a course of intensive training in 
trench warfare with the expedition- 
ary forces already in France. In a‘- 
dition some officers probably will be 
sent to France and British officers’ 
schools to study the methods of the 
allies. 

Brigadiers Are Assigned. 

Both of the national guard Major- 
Generals nominated Tuesday by the 
President—John F. O'Ryan of New 
York and Charles M. Clement of 
Pennsyivania—are placed at the 
heads of divisions in their branch 
with some regular| army Brigadiers 
under them. 

The crder also assigns Brigadiers 
of both regulars and guardsmen to 
command the brigades of each di- 
vision, and a Colonel or Lieutenant 
Coitonel to serve as chief of staff un- 
der each of the Major-Generals.

PEACE PROPOSED IS 
TRUE RESTORATION 


Paper Cites Lldyd George’s 
Speech and President Wil- 
son’s Declarations. 


ROME, Aug. 17.—‘“The Pope's 
peace proposais are true restoration 
in the sense of Lloyd George's last 
speech and constitute a peace so out- 
lined by President Wilson, while they 
also correspond to peace without 
annexation or indemnities supported 
in other quarters,” says the Corriere 
d'Italia, the semi-officiel organ of 
the Vatican. The paper adds the 
Pope’s note does not propose to re- 
turn to the status quo and suggests 
“the restoration of the old Kingdom 
of Poland” as it was before being 
dismembered ty the three empires. 

The note suggests autonomy for 
Armenia, a rcarrangement of the 
colonies and the return of Alsace- 
Lorraine and Trent and Trieste to 
their respective nationalities. 

“Is it possible that the central 
Powers will consent to make’ peace, 
imposing upon them such sacrifices 
and obliging them to pronounce, as 
Lloyd Georg» said, the word ‘restora- 
tions?” asws the Corriere d’Italfa. 

The Giornale d'Italia says the cen- 
tral empires now will be obliged tuo 
announce their conditions of peace 
which the Pope will communicate te 
ihe allies. An important feature of 
the papal note is that it is the first 
document of the Holy See addresse‘i 
to the Italian Government since the 
fall of temporal power. It is the 
first document asking Austria to 
evacuate Italian territories after the 
rote of Pius IX addressed to the Em- 
reror of Austria in 1848 advising 
him‘ to return Italian provinces. 

The Giornale d'Italia expressed 
the hope the voice of the Pope urg- 
ing peace would be accompsnied by 
the sound of the cannon of the aliies 
‘from Flanders to the Gulf of Trieste 
attacking the enemy with renewed 
ardor. 

The text of the papal note ap- 
peared first here in the Osservatore 
Romano,. published at noon yester- 
day. . 


President and Lansing to Confer or 
Reply to Papal Peace Note. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Presi- 
aent Wilson and Secretary Lansing 
soon will begin a series of impcrtant 
conferences preliminary to the re- 
sponse to be made to Pope Benadict s 
[eace message. Before the commu- 
nication goes forward the views of 
the entente Governments on the sub- 
ject will be ascertained. This neces- 
sarily will take some time, owing to 
delays in transmitting messages by 
cable. 

In official and diplomatic circles 
here today Premier Lloyd George’s 
speech was regarded as voicing the 
views of the allies as to any discus- 
sion of peace. His accounting of 
food supplies and the shipping sit- 
uation as affected by the submarine 
warfare was also regarded as in- 
dicative of Great Britain’s safe po- 
sition and strong attitude. 

It was thought here that one of 
the objects of the Premier’s speech 
was to sound out public sentiment 
preliminary to the formal responses 
to be made to the Pope’s note. It is 
likely that public men in other coun- 
tries will follow suit:

COMMENT ON THE 
PUPE S PRO 


Two Berlin Papers Say Nature of 
Peace ; Must 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 17.— The 
Kreuz Zeitung of Berlin, a copy of 
which has been received here, says 
sympathy with the Pope’s wish for. 
peace must disappear, when it is 
seen that he has united himself with 
such conditions as restorations and 
no indemnities. 

The Berlin Taegliche Rundschau 
coasidcrs that the nature of the 
peace outlined by the Pope must 
compei the central Powers to refuse 
the offices of the pontiff. This 
newspaper says it fears the affair 
will have an unhaprgy influence. not 
only in Austria but among the Cath- 
Olics in Germany. 

The Cologne Gazette reserves 
judgment on the proposal until the 
full text of the Pope's note is ob- 
tained. Nevertheless it considers the 
proposai to enter into negotiations 
on the basis of the pontiff’s program 
should not be rejected. This news- 
paper asserts that it is not aware of 
the Germar Government's attitude, 
bu: that it believes logic prescribes 
that the Government, in conformity 
with its previous attitude, should 
follow the path indicated by the 
pontiff. 

“The German people and Govern- 
ment have the will and courage for 
peace,” says the Koelnische Zeitung. 
“The-entente people also earnestly 
desire peace, but the enemy Gov- 
ernments are dominated by the fear 
of peace, as is proved by their re- 
fusal to grant passports to their na- 
tionals to attend the Stockholm con- 
ference. The Pope’s proposal will 
thus be another test of which side 
cherishes a_ sincere desire four 
peace.” 

The Cologne Volxs Zeitung also 
awaits the text of the proposal, but 
expresses the hope that, notwith- 
standing all obstacles, the road to 
reconciliation of the nations may be 
paved hy the Pope’s appeal. 

Reported Advance Soundings. 

Severai of the German newspapers 
report that the pontiff had sounded 
out both belligerent groups in ad- 
vance, and intimate that the en- 
tente, therefore, probably is in sym- 
pathy with his mediation. 

The Korman Catholic organ Ger- 
mania insists the step was one of 
such sweeping importance that it is 
impossible it was taken without the 
Vatican first getting in touch with 
both groups of the warring fac- 
tions. The newspaper pretends to 
know that the note contains one ma- 
terial point missing from the »vub- 
lished summary, namely, a pre-war 
economic rapprochement. 

The Vorwaerts refers in connec- 
tion with the Pope’s peace offer to 
current rumors of.a conference of 
financiers of the belligerent Powers 
in Switzerland. it 
says the German pypblic is entitled 
to full information regarding the 
conference and demands a statement 
from Dr. Karl Helfferich, Vice Chan- 
cellor. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung, which 
is the organ of the pan-German wing 
of the Catholic party; tis in an un- 
fortunate position by reason of the 
note. This newspaper had just as- 
serted in a hot article against the 
peace policy of Mathias Erzberger, 
member of the clerical center tn the 
Reichstag, that there was nothing 
furthor from the Pope's intention 
than an attempt to suggest peace, 
particularly a nonannexationiat 
peace.

British Premier Says U-Boat 
Losses Are Decreasing; Tells 
of Tonnage Being Built. 


WHEAT STOCK LARGER 


Increase in Domestic Food Pro- 


Is Not Holding Its Own. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—Before the 
curtain fell on Parliament yesterday 
for a two months’ recess, Premicr 
Llayd George made a statement of 


Great Britain’s position at the pres- 
ent day. 

His accounting. of food supplies 
and shipping measures was.reassur 
ing. He showed that the country’s 
wheat stock was nearly 25 per cent 
above the supplies on hand a year 
ago anc the increased cultivation of 
a million acres had given an increase 
of between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 
tons in domestic food production, 

The Premier also revealed more 
candidly than any previous official 
statement has done the shipping sit- 
uation as affected by the submarine 
war. While his speech did not an- 
swer categorically all questions 
which British and American news- 
papers have been asking about the 
submarine war, it showed the net 
loss through submarines in the last 
two months. : 

Balancing the loss in tonnage 
ty 
building and purchase, the Premier 
considered the position safe for the 
coming two years. He announcea 
that the monthly net loss averaged 
250,000 tons, which was far below 
the German claim. As an offset to 
the losses, he said, 1,100,000 tons 
would be built in Great Britain this 
year and 330,000 tons purchased 
abroad. 

Nealing with the military situ:- 
tion, the Premier declared that Ger- 
many, even with Russie sidetracked 
temporarily, was able only by the 
greatest efforts to maintain a los- 
ing fight against the British ané 
French in the west. 

Former Premier Asquith, in a 
brief rejoinder, expressed confidence 
in the military situation and empha- 
sized that the key to success was 
not money but labor for the produc- 
tion of food and the building otf 
ships. ‘ 


Down to 175,000 Tons a Month. 


Although the submarine losses in 
April had been 660,000 tons, they 
had decreased until the average for 
July and August would be 175,000 
tons net each, said the Premier. The 
Premier said he believed the losses 
would grow smaller and that the 
Admiralty had met with success in 
combating the submarine menace, 
while measures taken by the ship- 
ping controller had permitted ves- 
sels to carry increased tonnage. 

This time last year the wheat in 
this country amounted to 6,480,000 
quarters and now it is 8,500,000 
(68,000,000 bushels). The stock of 
beth oats and barley, the Premier 
added, also was higher. There has 
been a considerable saving in bread 
consumption. 

Military Situation. 

“I do not think,”’ the Premier said, 
“that the time has come for a use- 
ful réview of the military situation. 
The main facts are well known to 
the House and\the country. I had 
anticipated this year a great con- 
verging movement against our foes. 
Russia was equipped for that part as 
she never before had been equipped. 

venture to say that the nippers 
were beginning to grip, but to be 
quite frank, one claw of the nippers 
is out of repair for the moment and.

“But things are mending. The sit- 
uation in Russia is a very difficult 
one, and I should be. sorry to say 
anything which would make it more 
difficult because it is quite obvious 
you cannot even state facts without 
embarrassing those who are trying 
to restore the situation in that coun- 
try. But while they are doing it 
bravely, with great courage, and, I 
think with great thoroughness, the 
brunt of the fighting must fall upon 
cther countries. And, considering 
all the difficulties with which we are 
confronted, our armies have won 
very conspicuous successes. 

“It is difficult even to dwell] on 
the differences which the temporary 
collapse of the Russian military 
ewer has made in the task with 
which our soldiers are confronted.” 

Western Front Conditions. 

Lloyd George said that’ British 
divisions which have been fighting 
and temporarily are exhausted pass 
behind the lines until they are. re- 
formed, but that’the German divi- 
sions in the: same condition gO to 
Russia and hold a front which does 
not impose severe military obliga. 
tion, while fresh divisions from Rus- 
sia come to the western front. Tha* 
increases the number of Germans an 
the western front. 


Inder these conditions what had 
been achieved was one of the most 
brilliant episodes in the history of 
the British army. 

“The best Germany can do now,” 
Lloyd George said, ‘‘when what prac- 
tically was her most powerful op- 
ponent at the beginning of the war 
is paralzyed by internal difficulties. 
is to hold her own against the at- 
tacks of the British and French. 
And she isn't quite doing ‘t. On the 
contrary, in this year she has been 
beaten in several great battles with 


}severe losses and with hundreds cf 


her guns captured, which is not a 
bad test of winning or losing a bat- 
tle.

The interment of Fritz W. Bergmeliler, 
editor of the St. Paul Volkszeitung, draws 
attention once more to the scandal of the 
German language newspapers. As with 
the one at St. Paul, so with almost all of 
the others—much, if not all, of the editor- 
fal writing is done by enemy aliens, per- 
sons who make no pretence of being 
Americans, but are subjects of the Kaiser 
snd work for hia cause. It requires no 
gift of prophecy to see that the St. Paul 
internment soon will be followed by others. 

The damage done by German language 
newspapers, however, is slight in com- 
parison with that done, or sought to be 
done by certain publications which appear 
in the official language of the United 
States. The German language newspaper 
poisons only its readers, and they are few. 
The more insidious campaign of un-Amer- 
teanism and anti-Americanism is that car- 
ried on by publications in English edited 
in some instances by persons calling them- 
selves Americans. 

We are at war with Germany and we 
have a right to put all persons under sus- 
picion to the test:—‘“If you are not with 
us, you are against us.” In this time of 
national crisis every person in this land 
must be measured by that test. If inves- 
tigations bring under suspicion some 
against whom suspicion is unwarranted 
it will be because a Poison Press published 
in the interest of Kaiserism has brought 
the name German-American into disrepute.

WHAT SORT OF PEACE? 
In the Pope’s peace appeal to the heads of na- 
tions engaged in war is this sentence 


On your decision depend the repose and 
the joy of innumerable families, the life of 
thousands of young people; in a word, the 
happiness of a people for whom it is your 
absolute duty to obtain their welfare. 


So far as the heads of the nations allied against 
Germany are concerned, this is absolutely true. 
But a mere decision for peace would not bring 
what the Pope seeks—“repose” to the world and 
the happiness of its people. Reminding these 
heads that it is their absolute duty to obtain 
the welfare of their peoples, he reminds them of 
the heavy responsibility resting upon them, not 
only to obtain for them at the earliest possible 
moment the cessation of frightful and costly war- 
fare, but security for their future rcpose, progress 
and happiness. 

Nothing would be gained, but all Jost, if the war 
ceased without the settlement of the vital issues 
now at stake and without the abolition of the con- 
ditions which brought on this war and the con- 
ditions which have made it a horror and a menace 
to all the people of the world. 

If the autocratic Governments which wield the 
will and power of great nations and misuse their 
resources for gain, glory and aggrandizement are 
given the practical fruits of victory, or are left 
unpunished, unbroken and unstripped of power, 
what repose can there be for the world and what 
happiness for its peoples? 

What peace guarantees can be given by a des- 
potic Government which has put might above 
right, treated solemn engagements as “scraps of 
paper,” invaded, devastated and oppressed smal! 
‘nations, for no reason except its own advantage; 
trampled on the rights of all nations, destroyed 
international law and ruthlessly attacked neutral 
nations and noncombatants? 

Peace with a Government of this kind is a 
mockery. So long as the German autocracy which 
brought on the war masters the German people, 
their will and resources, and masters the will and 
resources of its despotic allies, world peace, re- 
pose and happiness are impossible. 

It is vain to cry peace and urge peace without 
obtaining the foundations of peace and the foun- 
dations of peace are justice and liberty. Justice 
and liberty can be established only through 
agreements of free people who control their Gov- 
ernments and are masters of their policies and 
destinies. 

We sympathize with the Pope’s desire for peace 
and his wish to serve as a peace irstrumentality, 
but the problem of securing peace in this appall- 
ing conflict goes deeper than any of the adjust- 
ments he suggests. It goes to the fundamental 
issue between democracy and autocracy. Every- 
thing is lost if the conclusion of the war does not 
make the world safe for democracy and thus as- 
sure permanent peace. | 
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REVIVING THE LAW OF NATIONS. 

“There is no longer any international law,” said 
the Kaiser during Ambassador Gerard’s visit to 
the great headquarters at Charleville, in France. 
So far as the statement was true, the Kaiser was 
responsible for the condition. International law 
had ceased to exist precisely to the extent to 
which Germans had destroyed it. 

One of the purposes for which we are in the 
war is to rescue international law and justice, bind 
up the bleeding wounds which German hands 
have inflicted and restore to the old usages of 
nations their former prestige and force.

A fine example, not only of the impartial appli- 
cation of the selective draft law, but of unhesi- 
tating acquiescence in its decisions seems to be 
presented by its operation in the case of our well- 
known fellow citizen, Mr. Veiled Prophet, Esq.

His manner of existence, his mode of 
thinking, his speech, his peripatetic habitat have 
all been diagrammed for us. His numbers have 
been estimated despite his defiance of the census- 
takers and in some hands his views of life have 
almost reached the proportions of a system of 
philosophy. He first appeared as a distinct type, 
we are told, just after our own great war and 
was called a straggler, obviously from army no- 
menclature. Then ‘“‘tramp”’ was the word by which 
he became universally known. 

The object of all the attention he has received 
was ‘of course to get an answer to the question, 
“Why is a tramp?’ We had settled down com- 
fortably on a theory that the causes producing 
the type were partly metaphysical, partly em- 
ployment conditions, partly atavistic wanderlust, 
when suddenly something happens which all the 
codes of penal enactments for putting him down 
were powerless to bring about. War comes and 
with its coming the workless wanderer goes. 

Possibly here and there along the right of way 
a single hobo still skulks lonesomely with his 
stick, his tomato can and his growth of grizzled 
beard, but as a social problem and a type he has 
practically ceased to exist. Summer tourists 
have traversed half the continent without seeing 
a solitary sign of him. Train crews say they 
miss him. Can it be doubted that among the 
causes giving rise to him economic causes over- 
shadow all others? 

With wartime’s masterful, inescapable demand 
for men he disappears. Such a control of eco- 
nomic conditions as would prevent his reappear- 
ance after the war is possible. Will there be 
such control?

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THE SOLDIER’S NERVES. 

The War Department wants men of nerve in 
the new national army, but not men of “nerves.” 
Accordingly Srugeon-General Gorgas has organ- 
ized a corps of 150 psychiatrists and psycho-an- 
alysts, whose business it will be to test the mental 
equipment of the recruits in the various canton- 
ments. 

Several weeks ago Prof. A. A. Brill, the Amer- 
ican translator of Freud and a noted student of 
diseases of the mind warned the Government that 
it would be making a great mistake if it placed 
men in its armies merely on the basis of physical 
qualifications. He pointed out that there are a 
large number of youths in this country afflicted 
with what he called “anxiety neurosis,” which 
would not only unfit them for the duties of sol- 
diers, but would be ruinous to the morale and 
discipline of the men about them. 

To the layman, these men seem to be just cow- 
ards, but Dr. Brill says that they are not cow- 
ards, merely mentally sick men who might be 
cured by a long course of treatment. He cited an 
example of a British officer, who won the Victoria 
Cross at Gallipoli, who became so mentally dis- 
turbed at the prospect of battle that eventually 
his mind gave way. By sheer force of will power 
he had performed the act of courage which 
brought him the decoration, but the effort left him 
in a state of mental collapse. 

Dr. Brill says that the number of men so af- 
flicted is surprisingly great. England, he points 
out, early in the war, sent its men to the front, 
regardiess of mental fitness. It resulted, he 
says, in many cases in a marked low morale. 
Later Great Britain excluded men whose neurotic 
minds prevented them from being good soldiers. 
The results are good.

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MR. ANTWINE AS TO PACIFISM. 
¢ ¢ F it could be done without serious consequences 
| to ourselves, it would be a good idea to let 
the pacifists run the country for a while,’’ 
Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘They would make such a mess of 
it as would readily convince them of their error. . 

‘*Nations are in a great many respects like indi- 
viduals. When a belligerent nation goes on the war- 
path, the world has even more need of police than a 
community has when a gunman cuts loose. I think 
when this war is over and we sum up, we shall real- 
ize something of which little has been said. That is 
that France was doing police duty for us all. France 
had reason to know something of the ambitions of 
Germany, and of all the countries trying to hold that 
warlike nation down today, only France was prepared. 
Except for her the Germans would have conquered 
Europe. The rest is easy to imagine. We would our- 
selves have been swallowed up like the rest. 

‘*What I would like to have the pacifists explain is 
this: Had France been pacific, who would have stood 
between Germany and the rest of the world when 
she set out upon her enterprise to conquer the world? 
I will answer that for them. Nobody would. The only 
obstacle between the Teutons and their goal would 
have been the British Navy, and how long.that would 
have had a home port may be guessed from the things 
that have happened since the war broke out. The 
Germans“vould have smashed France and Russia, and 
it could not have been long until they set foot upon 
England. The Britons see that. It has been in 
their minds ever since the Germans seized part of the 
Belgian coast. 

‘*The trouble with the pacifists is that they will 
not admit they were wrong. Many poeple who agreed 
with them before the war have long ago seen they 
were wrong and righted themselves. Where those 
people made their mistake was in attributing too 
much virtue to civilization. The frightfulness of the 
Germans, their entire contempt of human rights, their 
willingness to drown women and children, their amaz- 
ing murders on land and sea, all to attain an end, 
opened the eyes of those who were pacifists for a 
minute, 

‘*That is long enough. To persist in it is becoming 
both a menace and a nuisance.’’ 
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It is promising to have the United States Govern- 
ment experiment with river traffic. It has enough 
capital to find out what there is in it.

HE New Jersey Health Depart- 
ment has issued the follow- 
ing commandments for babies 
who are suffering from the heat: 

“Feed the babies regularly; xeep 
the windows open; place a net over 
the baby’s crib; see that the baby 
takes its nap out of doors; bathe 
the baby every day; do not tickle the 
baby or trot it on your knees; put 
the baby to bed early; do not give 
the baby patent medicines.”

We are able to assure an expectant 
public that the gridiron question, 
submitted to some score or more of 
coaches, came through with an af- 
firmative batting average of 1.000 
proving conclusively what a mistake 
it would be to deprive a_ football 
coach of his livelihood merely be- 
cause we are in a state of war. 


“We stand solidly for the reten- 
tion of sports,’”’ was a composite reply. 
No further elucidation of the exact 
shade of meaning of the “solidly” 
enlightens us as to its concrete signi- 
ficance. But we gather that any re- 
trenchment in university athletics 
along the lines of amateur and grad- 
uate coaching will be received at a 
temperature of 86 degrees of frost.

Early in the season, before 
misfortune hit his club like the al- 
lied advance on Vimy Ridge, 
Sportsn‘an’s Park boss entertained 
the belief that he was in command 
of a club calculated. to raise a big 
disturbance in the infant circuit 
And he wasn’t alone in that. 


He’s Looking Ahead. 


Now, though, it’s a horse of a 
different color. Discussing the days 
ahead. Jones has this to say: 

“It’s more a question now of what 
I have tec hope for next year, rather 
than where we'll pull up this sea- 
son. That I have some promising 
youngsters is worthy of belief, be- 
cause I have seen some personally 
and heard good reports of others. 

‘This club hasn’t fooled me, any 
more than would any club, torn 
with injuries and getting the worst 
of every conceivable break. While 
I’ve lost all I hope for this year, I 
still retain the nucleus, and that’s 
something. The remainder of the 
season will be devoted to giving the 
newcomers a trial, in so far as that 
is practicable. 

“T have had a chance to see some 
of my new me». Smith, the outfield- 
er we got trom Omaha, looks good. 
but he has gsvine faults that will 
have to be overcome. In the first 
place, he hasn’t the proper stance 
He swings t»o quickly, which has a 
tendency to throw him off his stride. 
I believe in .ime this may be cor- 
rected, and when it is, the boy ought 
to be a great hitter. 

‘“What’s the matter with my clvb? 
The box scores of games on this 
last Eastern tr'p made it appear 
that we plaved some very had base- 
ball. Sometimes we did, but more 
often we didn’t. The club is hitting, 
but the method is all wrong. I re- 
member particniarly a game in New 
York. The Yankees scored three runs 
on two hits. We came back with 
three hits and didn’t make a run. 

“That shows either lack of se- 
quence or bad breaks. Ina major- 
ity of instances, when such things 
happened—anil they were not infre- 
quent—it was both. My club hasn't 
had the best cof a break in the last 
four weeks. They've all gone against 
us. I haven't been able to keep my 
infield intact for 25 games Mm a 
stretch any time this season. When 
you remove an infielder you break 
up 1 concerted scheme of play, and 
when vou do that you’re striking at 
the vitals of your club. 

“It seems the boys can't forget that 
streak of bad luck we had early in 
the season. It destroved the morale 
of the club an. it will take time to 
build it up. ‘I haven’t-lost faith in 
this club and I won't. I still think 
it’s about the best eighth place team 
this old league ever looked at. 


A Word to Knockers. 


“I'd say I haven’t abandoned hope 
because I have George Sisler, if for 
no other reason in the world. It’s 
impossible to impress this. boy’s 
worth to a_ club.

He’s the greatest young 
ball player 1 ever saw and he’ll ve 
better next year because he’s using 
his head. Whenever you find a young 
player doing that, watch out for him. 

“I'm the manager and I'll assume 
the blame.
